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Art Teacher Organizes Fundraiser for Kiln

Children love to play with pottery clay - just ask 
Diane Perry, the grade school art teacher in Mattapoisett. 
For many of her students, the highlight of the school 
year is when they get to work with clay Due to this great 
interest from the children, Ms. Perry is continuing her 
quest to provide an Old Hammondtown on-site kiln to 
the students of Old Hammondtown and Center Schools 
with a November fundraiser. 

According to Ms. Perry, working with pottery 
clay is a "very meaningful part of the curriculum that is 
easy for children to understand.'' The craft is particularly 
loved because it creates an heirloom, and the process 
is hands-on. "The messier, the better," says Ms. Perry 
"Children love creating something from a mess - it's like 
a miracle. Whenever I have former students visit, lots will 
say that they still have their [clay] creations, even decades 
later." 

Ms. Perry wants to keep this tradition alive, 
and make it more accessible to budding Mattapoisett 
grade-school artists. Currently, pottery items need to be

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sent away for the firing process, which means the grade 
schools don't get to work with clay pottery as much as 
they might like. 

The kiln was initially purchased in the 
reconstruction of the Old Hammondtown School 5 years 
ago. Currently, the kiln is resting in the school's boiler 
room, awaiting the installation process. If the school 
raises enough money, the kiln could be installed and 
functioning within the year. According to Ms. Perry, the 
cost of the project will likely need about $5,000 more. Ms. 
Perry went before the Mattapoisett School Committee and 
was granted permission to conduct a fundraiser for the 
kiln's installation. 

The installation requires an additional $5,000 
because the kiln will need "kiln furniture", which are 
heat-resistant shelves and tables that can hold pottery as 
it is "fired". There also need to be fans for ventilation and 
safety alert computers to monitor heat. 

The fundraiser process began in October, with 
students creating artwork in class, and that artwork was 
sent to an artwork recreation company in New York. 
4-by-5 inch magnets depicting the individual child's 
artwork will be sent back to the schools for a "See 
Before You Buy" program. The children will take their 
artwork magnets home on November 3 along with an 
order form. Parents will be able to purchase the sample 
magnet sent home with their child, and purchase more 
magnets if they wish. The cost of the magnet is $6 each.

Rochester Selectmen's Meeting 

October 19, 2009

A Meeting of the Rochester Board of Selectmen 
was called to order on Monday, October 19, 2009, at 
7:02 pm by Chairman Richard Nunes. Also present 
were Selectman Bradford N. Morse, Selectman Naida 
L. Parker, Town Administrator Richard LaCamera and 
Administrative Assistant Veronica Lafreniere. 

The minutes from October 5, 2009 were approved. 

The first order of business was the appointment 
of a new fire chief. Mr. Scott Weigel, who has been 
Rochester's interim fire chief since the retirement of Scott 
Ashworth in July of this year, was sworn into the position 
by Selectman Parker as friends and family cheered. 

The next person on the agenda was Antonio 
Sol, who appeared before the Board in order to discuss 
a drainage issue on his property, as well as an issue 
regarding stop signs at a particular intersection in 
Rochester. 

Mr. Sol's concern was that there is a water 
drainage issue on his property and a certain drainpipe 
under his driveway is plugged. He feels that it is the 
highway department's responsibility to fix the problem. 
This is not the first time this issue has been addressed at 
a Selectmen's meeting, and the highway department has 
previously brought gravel to Mr. Sol's property and has 
attempted to correct the problem. Mr. LaCamera said that 
he witnessed this attempt, and that a document of a plan 
was given to Mr. Sol, yet he refused to sign it.

Regional District School Committee was called to order by 
Chairperson Peter Bangs at 6:01 pm on October 14, 2009. 
Also in attendance were 8 of the 9 Committee members, 
and Superintendent William Cooper. Virginia Beams was 
absent from the meeting. 

In the Chairperson's report. Dr. Bangs briefly 
updated the Committee on the superintendent search. 
He said that the search was down to two candidates: 
Dr. Mary Canole of Newport, RI, and Douglas White 
of Henniker, NH. Members of the Search and Screen 
Committee had completed site visits of the candidates' 
districts, and spoken with the candidates' co-workers. 
"They are two very strong candidates. Any hopes that this 
would' ve been an easy choice has been dashed," said Dr. 
Bangs. "I'm delighted to say that it's going to be a very 
difficult decision." 

In his Superintendent's report. Dr. Cooper 
updated the Committee on the status of flu clinics for 
the school, both seasonal flu and HlNl. There will be a 
seasonal flu "family clinic" in the afternoon of October 28 
at Old Rochester Regional High School. Students, siblings, 
and parents are welcome to attend. There is still not a date 
set for an ORR HlNl clinic. 

Dr. Cooper mentioned that there were 30 reported 
cases of flu among Tabor Academy students, which may 
indicate that the threat of HlNl has reached the Tri-Town 
area. "We will push as hard as we can to get an HlNl 
shot," Dr. Cooper said. 

Another issue that Dr. Cooper addressed in 
his report was possible state aid cuts coming for Fiscal 
Year 2010. In his communication with Rochester Town 
Administrator Richard LaCamera, Dr. Cooper heard that 
news concerning cuts and its effect on the region would 
be reported by Governor Deval Patrick within days of the 
meeting. 

In the Principal's Report, ORR High School 
Principal Devoll praised his staff for all their work in 
making sure that the beginning of the school year went so 
well. Field Hockey, Golf and Girls' Soccer are all in first 
place right now, with many other ORR sports teams also 
doing well. Principal Devoll is hoping for a great turnout 
at the October 29 Open House at ORR.

In Kevin Bragioli's Principal's Report, he 
informed the Committee that the Internet Safety 
Presentation at the ORR Junior High School was a success, 
and that there will be a curriculum day for structured 
professional development soon.

Warriors Don't Cry, by Melba Pattillo Beals, a memoir of 
the author's experiences as one of the nine black teenagers 
who integrated the Central High School in Little Rock, 
AZ. Principal Bragioli said that this book has opened a 
great dialogue among students, and they are scheduling a 
presentation with 1960s civil rights workers in November.

totaling approximately $8,000 for longevity and degree- 
changes in the staff. 

Ms. Isernio informed the Committee that they 
would have to complete a state-mandatory ethics test by 
April. This test is being administered to Massachusetts 
residents serving in some municipal capacity 

The old copiers have been replaced at ORR 
with new, leased copiers. The old copiers were sent to 
locations that made very few copies each year, and Ms. 
Isernio assured the Committee that the old copiers, one 
of which had been sent to District Facilities Manager 
Steve Shiraka's office, will not be included in budgeted 
maintenance. 

The focus of the Committee's meeting was the 
MCAS presentation from Mr. Bragioli and Mr. Devoll 
with the results of 2009 testing for ORRJHS and ORRHS. 
According to the reports, ORRJHS did not achieve AYP 
(adequate yearly progress) in Math, and subcategories of 
Special Education. It is especially important for the school 
to achieve AYPs in these categories for the 2009/2010 
school year, since two consecutive years of not achieving 
AYP places the school in a "needs to improve'' category. 

Since AYP is partially calculated by daily 
attendance, and since more class time is needed for low- 
performing students, the junior high school may need to 
implement a stricter attendance policy to improve 2010 
MCAS scores. "If a student is failing English or Math, I 
question whether he should be in foreign languages," Mr. 
Bragioli said. He hopes they will be able to adjust class 
schedules to make time for reinforcing English and Math 
basics. 

The ORRHS fared better in their 2009 AYP results. 
According to the reports, the high school achieved AYP in 
all categories. "Pretty soon we will hit the ceiling and we 
won't be able to progress any further," said Mr. Devoll, 
in regards to the goals set by the state requirements. 
Mr. Devoll admitted achieving AYPs in Grade 10 was 
generally regarded as being easier than achieving AYPs in 
Grade 8, hence the discrepancy between the junior high 
and the high school AYP ratings. 

Mr. Silva was interested in comparing MCAS 
scores to the 2009 SAT scores. Mr. Devoll said that this

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to speak with former co-workers, community members, 
and elected officials who had worked with Mr. White and 
Dr. Canole. After visiting each district, the Committee 
members described a sense of elation at the idea that 
either highly-qualified candidate could be the next 
superintendent of ORR schools. 

The decision was a close-call. After two hours of 
occasionally tense debate among the 18 joint committee 
members, it appeared that the Committee was divided on 
a decision. Selectman and Committee member Paul Silva 
and ORR School District Chairperson Dr. Peter Bangs 
were among those strongly in favor of Douglas White, 
whereas the Union Committee was mostly in favor of Dr. 
Canole. 

A motion was made by Brad Gordon to appoint 
Douglas White as the new superintendent. The motion 
was voted down by the Union Committee 3 to 5, with 
Christine Winters abstaining from a vote because a family 
emergency kept her from the interviews; the ORR School 
Committee also entertained the same motion, and passed 
it 5 to 3, with Nick Decas abstaining because he also 
missed the interviews. 

The Committee was at a standstill with two 
different camps supporting two different, very capable, 
candidates. Paula Meere of the ORR School Committee 
suggested inviting the two candidates back for another 
interview. This suggestion was met favorably by the Joint 
Committee, who hoped to gain more information from 
the candidates about their thoughts on regionalizing 
the lower grades, providing consistency to grade school 
curriculum, and addressing the needs of all children, 
including high-achieving children. 

As the candidates were informed of the 
Committee's decision, the Committee reconvened to 
find another date to conduct further interviews with Dr. 
Canole and Mr. White. In a surprising twist, a mediator 
informed the Committee that Dr. Canole officially 
withdrew her application for the position, as she did 
not want to accept the job unless the Committee voted 
unanimously in her favor. 

The Committee voted to offer the Superintendent 
position to Douglas White, pending negotiations, and 
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passed the motion unanimously. Despite the divided 
group, all of the Committee members were happy to 
appoint Mr. White, since he was regarded as a very 
qualified candidate. 

"Never a dull moment,'' Mr. Gordon joked, as 
the Committee disbanded.

Sailing Team Joins ORR Athletics Department

ORR's athletics department has now added 
the Mattapoisett town beach to its sports facilities by 
the addition of a sailing team to the ORR team roster. 



Sponsored by the Mattapoisett Community Sailing 
Association, the ORR sailing team hopes to educate the 
students of ORR in the sport of sailing. Ms. Amanda 
Mayall, one of the two coaches for the team, said, "We 
need to be good boat handlers." The second coach, Mr. 
Jim Broadwater, also agreed that the point of the team was 
not only to compete against other schools but to inform 
students about the correct way to race. "We're just trying 
to promote sailing," he said. "Our goal is to eventually 
race other schools." 

Such competitions will not happen until the ORR 
sailing team has a fleet of six identical boats. To raise 
money for the necessary equipment, the sailing team is 
planning on holding several fundraisers. Sometime in 
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November, the sailing team will be hosting a knot-tying 
seminar at Center School. This seminar will be open to 
people of all ages, but everyone who attends will be asked 
to donate at least ten dollars. During the seminar, people 
will be given a length of rope and will learn eight knots 
that every boat handler should know. The seminar will 
also teach decorative splicing. 'They'll go home with a 
piece of rope for practice,'' Mr. Broadwater joked. The 
sailing team has also decided to have a Nick's Pizza Night 
and to host a telethon, but the dates for these events have 
not yet been settled. 

Both coaches explained that the sailing team 
grew out of the summer Willimee sailing program. When 
the graduates of Willimee reached the high school, there 
was no sailing program for them to participate in. "To 
keep them in the program we reached out to ORR," Mr. 
Broadwater explained. The nine members of the team said 
that "the school had no interest in a sailing team, but we 
told them 'we're doing this.'" 

The sailing team is the only year-round sport 
that ORR offers, but Ms. Mayall said that students can 
participate by the season. The winter session is usually 
devoted to classes, during which the team learns about 
the rules of racing. The spring session is mostly devoted 
to actual practices in the boats, and once ORR starts 
competing meets will also take place then. The sailing 
team meets on Mondays, Wednesdays, and Fridays after 
school at the Mattapoisett town beach. During a typical 
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practice, the team first learns some rules and ''then we 
go right to the boats/' Mr. Broadwater said. Ms. May all 
added, "When we get back in, we go over the fouls that 
happened and why they're fouls." The formula used for 
the practices is simple: learn, practice, and identify errors 
for future practices. 

Students interested in joining the sailing team 
can do so at anytime. They don't need any prior sailing 
experience, either. "Some people came in knowing 
virtually nothing," one of the team members said. Mr. 
Broadwater added that the only requirement for joining 
the sailing team is a swim test. "That's about it," he said. 

The sailing team isn't entirely dependent on 
Mattapoisett Sail, the coaches, and the team members. 
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There are currently three volunteers (Mr. Rick Brown, Mr. 
Thomas Tucker Sr., and Mr. Jack Stellato) whose efforts 
are greatly appreciated by the team.

Portuguese History 

A two-part series 
of books chronicling the 
history of Portuguese settlers 
in Mattapoisett is now 
available for purchase. The 
Early Portuguese Settlers in 
Mattapoisett, Massachusetts 
Book One and Book Two were 
compiled by local resident 
Natalie Sylvia Hemingway 
and the deceased Anthony 
DeCosta.

For Ms. Hemingway, helping to compile this 
two-part series on Portuguese settlers was a labor of 
love. Ms. Hemingway's co- writer, Anthony DeCosta 
(1892 - 1973) began the compilation of photos, maps, 
recipes, and history over forty years ago. In his 1967 
preface, Mr. DeCosta professes a deep respect for his 
ancestors: "These early immigrants brought with them 
a rich and diverse heritage and culture that 
soon spread in their social and religious 
lives... the Portuguese people were very 
industrious with a self-determination 
that was bred in them to work.'' Like 
Ms. Hemingway, Mr. DeCosta' s hard 
work was the result of a deep love for 
Portuguese culture, and the desire to 
immortalize some of the hardworking 
families that helped sculpt 
Mattapoisett' s cultural landscape. 

The first book mainly details 
immigrants from the Azores, the 
Madeiras and the Cape Verde islands, 
and their first generation children, 
from the 1860s to the early 1900s. Mr. 
DeCosta himself was first generation Portuguese- 
American. Despite the fact that Ms. Hemingway tried 
to stick to only immigrants and their children, she 
made one exception by including pictures and details 
on Mr. DeCostas' children, who are second generation. 
She thought Mr. DeCosta would' ve liked to see them 
included in the compilation. Ms. Hemingway also 
fulfilled the wishes of Mr. DeCosta, in that the books are 
dedicated to Portuguese- American veterans. 

Ms. Hemingway's involvement in the project 
was partly the result of a fateful eBay listing. According 
to Ms. Hemingway, there "...very strangely, on eBay, 
came a ledger of the meat and vegetable market of 
Edgar S. Silva, who came to this country in 1860. He 
was from Fayal of the Azores Islands." Ms. Hemingway 
won the auction for this ledger of Water Street resident 



0 



Mr. Silva' s market, and discovered a lot of information 
about the residents of Mattapoisett village. According 
to Mr. DeCosta, the credit of Portuguese settlers in the 
area was "excellent." 

The ledger connected a lot of dots for Ms. 
Hemingway, and in conjunction with census reports, it 
provided detail about which Portuguese families were 
in Mattapoisett village during the 1860's, what they 
purchased, and where they lived. It also revealed some 
of the unusual fare that was exported from Portugal, 
which included a Portuguese variety of pineapples. 

The majority of information is contained within 
the first book. The second book contains class photos, 
student sports (including a photograph of Mr. DeCosta 
on the school football team), pictures from shows and 
events, and Mattapoisett Census Reports for 1865 and 
1880. Ms. Hemingway hopes that people will read the 
explanation of the Holy Ghost Society in the second 
book, and how it was derived from Portuguese culture. 

It is entirely likely that area residents with 
Portuguese ancestors will recall plenty of names and 
faces in these books. They will perhaps even learn more 
about their heritage. Upon reading Ms. 
Hemingway's books, editor Paul Lopes 
of The Wanderer learned that in 1930 his 
grandmother Gertrude Nunes was the 
editor of the Mattapoisett Junior High 
School yearbook, which was ironically 
titled The Wanderer - this was information 
that was unknown to his family before The 
Wanderer newspaper was created in 1992. 

Early Portuguese Settlers in Mattapoisett 
will provide a wealth of information to 
people who are interested in researching 
their families. According to Ms. Hemingway, 
she shared a common interest with Mr. 
DeCosta, in that she was "afraid the 
information would be lost if it weren't 
computerized." What results is a comprehensive history 
that will be valuable to Portuguese- Americans for 
generations to come. 

Ms. Hemingway has donated several copies 
of this book series to area organizations, including the 
Mattapoisett Historical Society, the Mattapoisett Free 
Public Library, the Old Rochester Regional High School 
Library, the Mattapoisett Council on Aging, the Board 
of Selectmen, St. Anthony's Church, and the Millicent 
Library.

Wild Tiling

Where the Wild Things Are. Starring Max Records and 
Catherine Keener. Directed by Spike Jonze. Running time: 
94 minutes. MPAA rating: PG. 

This is how we're introduced to Max (Max Records), 
the little-boy hero of Where the Wild Things Are: he's 
rampaging through his house, "hunting" the family dog — 
growling at it, finally tackling it. Max's "hunt" reminded me of 
when my pomeranian does much the same thing to my cats. She 
isn't trying to kill or even hurt the cats — it's just play. So, too, 
with Max, who feels wildness in his soul, inchoate feelings of 
abandonment and rage he can only deal with by devolving. His 
mom is divorced and busy, his dad is never around, his older 
sister is growing away from him. There's nothing much Max 
can do but growl and howl. 

Hunter S . Thompson prefaced Fear and Loathing in 
Las Vegas with Samuel Johnson's line "He who makes a beast 
out of himself gets rid of the pain of being a man." Johnson's 
line could as well have led into Maurice Sendak's classic 
children's book, which has entranced kids and scandalized 
certain adults for generations. Spike Jonze 's film version may 
reverse the equation: adults may get more out of it than kids 
will, and indeed Jonze has spoken of it as more a film about 
childhood than a film for children. In the book. Max is sent to 
bed without supper, and imagines that his bedroom turns into 
a vast shaggy forest inhabited by "wild things" — massive 
creatures who at first want to eat him, until he convinces them 
to worship him as a king. In the movie. Max sees his mother 
(Catherine Keener) on the couch with her boyfriend (Mark 
Ruffalo) and loses it — he "acts out," biting his mom on the 
shoulder and taking off into the night, eventually finding a boat 
and floating off to the island of the wild things. 

Where the Wild Things Are was shot (beautifully, by 
cinematographer Lance Acord) in various parts of Australia, 
and the locale makes about as much sense as a boy's fecund, 
capricious fantasy of the perfect place — it has a forest, a 
desert, and a sea. The forest is usually dark, though when Max 
and the wild things run out to the cliffs, it's perfect orange 




dusk. This is I 
an anomaly, an 
idiosyncratic 
art film with 
a big budget, 
psychologically 
dense yet 
emotionally 
transparent. Max's 
pain is reflected 
by the wild things, 
a morose and 
grumbling pack, 
including the big 
destroyer Carroll 
(voiced by James 
Gandolfini), 
who may stand 
in for Max's Id. 
Essentially, the movie is about Max's journey from childish 
solipsism ("Woman, feed me!" he bellows at his mom on her 
date night) to an awareness of situations and feelings outside 
himself. Max's new responsibilities as the "king" of the wild 
things — he has promised to banish sadness from their land 

— bring him to a greater understanding of what his mom deals 
with. The bickering couple Ira (Forest Whitaker) and Judith 
(Catherine O'Hara) may represent Max's divorced parents, 
while the distant but warm KW (Lauren Ambrose) may be both 
a big-sister and mother figure. The narrative is free-form enough 
to be interpreted any number of ways, none of which will be 
right or wrong. 

This is a strange (and moving) heffalump indeed, a 
future cult classic if ever there was one, and to believe in it 
you have to believe in the unfocused anger of a nine-year-old 
who doesn't understand much of anything until others look to 
him for guidance. He learns, as it were, on the job, and he is 
imperfect. The movie, on the other hand, strikes me as perfect 
on every level. Some will find it amorphous and even boring 

— it's not the usual CGI razzle-dazzle we've been led to expect 
from movies based on children's literature, with the latest hot 
comedian playing to the rafters through pounds of latex. At its 
best, it communicates the pain of being a boy who gets rid of 
that pain by making a beast out of himself, before learning to 
put childish — and wild — things behind him.
